Mr.  Sprague  mentioned  several  boys  who 
have  given  their  lives  in  the  present  conflict 
and  contrasted  them  with  a  group  of  poli- 
ticians in  high  places.  He  wondered  if  those 
boys  would  feel  the  sacrifice  worth  while.  He 
said  that  any  common  cause  which  requires 
sacrifice  depends  on  the  individual  respon- 
sibility of  every  citizen.

Mr.  Barber  commented  that  the  world 
does  not  seem  able  to  get  along  without 
the  great  who  have  gone  before,  that  na- 
tions need  a  constant  and  fresh  baptism  in 
the  memory  of  immortal  heroes.  He  said 
that  Abraham  Lincoln  confronted  problems 
unparalleled  in  American  history  and  spoke 
about  two  significant  phases  of  his  life. 

*     *     * 

Mr.  Hamilton  spoke  about  the  signifi- 
cance of  George  Washington  and  Abraham 
Lincoln  in  the  national  tradition.  He  said 
we  fail  to  realize  that  ideals  as  symbolized 
in  heroes  are  a  truth  that  is  much  more  im- 
portant than  the  actuality.  Washington  and 
Lincoln,  he  said,  had  three  qualities:  a  great 
faith  and  a  great  vision,  strength  and  de- 
termination to  work  and  to  live  to  make 
their  ideals  come  true,  understanding  and 
wisdom  to  realize  their  dreams. 


Mr.  Hildebrandt  raised  the  question, 
"What  are  you  doing  to  make  the  world  a 
better  place  to  live  in?"  He  said  each  person 
must  ask  that  question  of  himself,  and  that 
everything  we  do  will  contribute  to  life  or 
detract  from  it.  Our  lives  stand  between  the 
past  and  the  future,  he  declared,  and  the 
curvature  of  goodness  will  determine  what 
the  future  will  be.

Mr.  Smith  said  the  eighty-fourth  psalm 
was  written  by  one  who  had  found  the  joy 
of  successful  living,  and  the  successful  for- 
mula for  happy  living  was  contained  in  two 
rather  insignificant  words,  "I'd  rather."  He 
believes  the  great  decisions  of  life  grow  out 
of  those  words. 

Dr.  Gummere  discussed  the  importance 
of  work  and  play  in  preparatory  school  life 
today,  contrasting  the  quiet,  thorough  prepa- 
ration which  is  possible  in  a  boarding 
school  with  the  life  characterized  by  speed 
in  the  colleges  and  the  armed  forces. 

Mr.  Stott  discussed  the  responsibility  of 
shaping  the  new  world  which  will  result 
from  the  war  now  going  on.  The  problem  of 
establishing  mutual  security  of  all  peoples 
will  require  sacrifices  by  everyone  and  we 
must  get  used  to  this  idea  in  order  that  we 
will  be  ready  to  pay  the  necessary  price  for 
world  peace  and  security.

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OUR  OWN  GUADALCANAL  DIARY 


Lt.  Richard  Schanzle,  '37,  commands  an  anti-tank  platoon  with  the  Marines  in  the  Pacific. 
His  impressions  of  the  campaign  in  the  Solomons,  in  which  he  has  taken  an  active  part,  are  vivid 
and  informative  descriptions  of  the  life  of  our  armed  forces  in  the  Pacific,  and  the  Archon  is  glad 
to  be  able  to  print  portions  oi  the  letters  which  he  has  sent  to  his  family  and  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.   Eames. 

Parts  of  the  letters  have  been  accepted  by  This  Week  magazine  for  publication  within  the 
next  few  zceeks. 

Lt.  Schanzle  explains  that  "you  must  realize  that,  in  addition  to  telling  you  what  has  happened, 
this  correspondence  presents  the  only  way  that  I  can  keep  a  journal  of  my  thoughts  and  impressions 
here  on  this  outpost.  Diaries  and  private  journals  are  forbidden,  lest  they  contain  information  that 
might  be  of  value  if  they  fall  into  Japanese  hands.'" 


November  1,   1942 

\\  e've  been  here  on  Guadalcanal  for  al- 
most three  months.  Three  months  without  a 
glass  of  beer  or  a  sight  of  a  woman.  Three 
months  of  almost  constant  digging.  None  of 
us  have  had  a  day  free  in  so  long  that  it  seems 
almost  as  though  such  things  did  not  exist. 
Yet  conditions  have  improved  greatly  since 
our  initial  landing  on  August  7th.  I  imagine 
by  the  time  our  forces  have  occupied  the  is- 
land a  year  or  so  that  life  here  will  be  rather 
nice.  As  you  are  doubtless  aware,  Guadal- 
canal marks  about  the  dividing  line  between 
the  control  of  the  U.  S.  Navy  and  that  of  the 
Japs.  It  is  the  advance  outpost! 

You  will  be  interested  to  hear  that  I  am 
now  serving  on  the  Battalion  Staff  as  anti- 
tank officer.  This  in  addition  to  handling  a 
command  of  some  sixty  men  and  a  large 
number  of  weapons  over  a  whole  battalion 
area.  I  must  say  I  enjoy  the  responsibility 
and  its  attendant  opportunity  for  initiative. 

I  have  become  a  great  deal  more  religious 
since  the  landing — something  that  happens 
to  almost  everyone.  I  have  gone  so  far  as  to 
take  my  first  communion. 

I  should  like  to  remind  you  of  a  saying  by 
General  YYavell  that  war  consists  of  long 
periods  of  monotony,  punctuated  by  spots  of 
intense  excitement.  I  feel  that  the  word 
monotony  might  be  changed  to  weariness. 
Life  can  seldom  be  monotonous  when  one  is 
chiefly  concerned  with  remaining  in  one 
piece  as  long  as  possible. 

I  have  recently  had  many  very  un- 
pleasant experiences — some  of  them  with  a 
humorous  turn.  Once  not  so  many  days  ago 
I  sat  in  a  dugout  up  to  my  neck  in  three  feet 
of  water  from  a  torrential  rain  unable  to 
leave  because  of  a  particularly  intense  bom- 
bardment. Six  of  us,  composing  my  head- 
ruarters.  sat  there  for  some  five  hours  curs- 
ing in  such  a  manner  as  only  a  man  under 


fire  can.  The  night  was  lit  up  all  around — our 
own  heavy  counter- battery  scarcely  a  few 
hundred  yards  to  our  rear  added  immeasur- 
ably to  the  din. 

Bomb  Shelters  Are  Often  Wet 
One  major,  a  battalion  executive  officer, 
emerged  from  his  brimming  dugout  during  a 
let-up  in  the  shelling  and  proceeded  to  strip 
in  the  security  of  his  tent.  No  sooner  had  he 
dried  himself  and  laid  out  new  clothes  when 
"whiz-bang"  a  75  mm  landed  not  50  feet 
from  him.  Quicker  than  it  takes  to  tell,  the 
worthy  major  literally  dove  into  the  over- 
flowing dugout  stark  naked.  The  splash  from 
his  dive  completely  emersed  the  battalion 
colonel  who  had  been  trying  to  keep  his  head 
and  telephone  above  the  rising  flood  for  some 
three  hours.  Other  amusing  incidents  are 
lookouts  who  report  enemy  destroyers  five 
miles  inland,  invisible  planes,  and  the  like. 
Artillery  concentrations  that  destroy  large 
numbers  of  wild  hogs,  easily  mistaken  for 
crawling  Japs  in  the  black  night,  often  yield 
pork  to  the  Battalion  chow  lines. 

I  have  eaten  rice  in  so  many  forms  that  I 
could  take  an  hour  describing  them.  Corned 
beef  tastes  more  and  more  like  saw-dust  each 
successive  eating.  The  cooks  try  heroically  to 
disguise  it  but  no  matter  how  you  slice  it  it's 
still  corned  beef.  I  haven't  eaten  my  field 
boots  yet,  but  in  the  early  days  have  eaten 
rice  spiced  with  small  tasty  weevils. 

Washing  only  remains  a  problem.  Here  in 
the  jungle,  water  is  limited  and  must  be 
carried  long  distances,  consequently  one 
bathes  in  a  canteen  cup  about  twice  a  week — 
yet  we  remain  reasonably  clean.  Atabine 
tablets  at  frequent  intervals  keep  malaria 
from  all  but  a  very  few.  Infections  are  diffi- 
cult to  control.  A  mere  scratch  if  not  care- 
fully tended  turns  into  a  festering  sore,  but

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EDITORIAL 

The  boys  who  are  returning  to  Governor 
Dummer  next  year  as  seniors  were  very- 
much  pleased  to  hear  Air.  Eames  announce 
that  their  desire  to  receive  diplomas  from 
this  school  will  be  realized  whether  or  not 
they  are  called  into  service  before  they  com- 
plete their  final  year,  providing  that  they 
satisfactorily  comply  with  the  new  regula- 
tions that  have  been  recently  prescribed  by 
the  trustees.  Probably  the  most  interesting, 
if  not  the  most  important  of  these  rules,  is 
the  one  which  states  that  it  is  not  necessary 
for  a  boy  to  go  to  summer  school,  but  it  is 
required  instead  that  the  boy  will  take  some 
job.  preferably  an  outdoor  one.  that  will 
further  the  nation's  war  effort.  One  thing  is 
sure  and  that  is  that  no  Governor  Dummer 
boy  shall  fritter  away  his  summer's  time  in 
pure  enjoyment.  Why  should  a  boy  who 
spends  his  time  in  the  comparative  safety 
and  comfort  of  a  boarding  school  not  do  his 
part  in  times  like  these: 

It  will  make  no  difference  to  the  school 
how  long  the  boy  is  able  to  remain  at  his 
studies  before  he  is  called.  The  only  thing 
that  is  important  is  that  he  stay  as  long  as 
he  possibly  can. 


The  school  is  to  be  commended  in  the 
patriotic  and  American  way  that  it  is  hand- 
ling this  difficult  problem.  As  it  always  has 
been  in  the  past,  the  school  is  working  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  boys  and  it  is  also 
now  doing  a  service  for  the  country  as  well, 
not  only  by  the  summer  ruling,  but  also  in 
the  way  it  is  training  the  boys  up  to  the  very 
last  so  that  they  may  become  good  soldiers 
and  candidates  for  officers"  training.

RED    CROSS    SUBSCRIPTIOX    DRIVE 
REACHES  XEW  HIGH  OF  $400 


Governor  Dummer  Academy's  annual 
drive  for  Red  Cross  subscriptions  was  com- 
pleted before  the  end  of  the  winter  term  with 
contributions  totalling  nearly  $400,  more 
than  twice  as  much  as  has  been  contributed 
in  recent  years 

The  Red  Cross  solicited  an  80%  increase 
in  the  amount  of  gifts  this  year  because  of 
extraordinary  war  needs,  and  the  Student 
Council  recommended  that  each  boy  con- 
tribute $2.00  instead  of  the  usual  $1.00 
membership.

Lizards  are  large  and  small — some  a  half 
an  inch  or  so — while  others  are  as  large  as 
five  feet  in  length  and  weigh  as  much  as  50  or 
60  lbs.  Thank  God — they  content  them- 
selves with  insects  and  small  animals  for 
their  diet.  At  night  they  sound  like  a  squad 
of  men  clearing  underbrush.  Many  a  nervous 
sentry  has  emptied  the  magazine  of  his  Tom- 
my gun  in  their  general  direction — swearing 
afterwards  that  at  least  a  platoon  of  Japs 
was  stalking  him.  Many  times  I  have  carried 
my  cocked  pistol  in  my  hand  when  walking 
through  some  jungle  path  in  the  dead  of  the 
blackest  tropical  night — while  those  lizards 
seem  to  follow  you. 

Tobacco  and  Coffee  Are  Important 

At  last  I  have  promoted  myself  a  briar 
pipe  to  replace  that  rakish  bamboo  model  I 
have  described  earlier.  A  pipe  is  about  the 
single  greatest  comfort  I  can  name.  Without 
tobacco  and  coffee  the  average  Marine  isn't 
worth  a  damn.  They,  next  to  food,  should 
rate  highest  priorities. 

Most  of  the  officers  out  here  have  had  the 
same  women  trouble  I  have  experienced.  All 
their  girls  are  marrying  defense  workers — 
Class  4F.  When  I  return  I  imagine  that  I  will 
have  to  go  out  with  high  school  girls.

November  8 
.  .  .  The  rainy  season  has  begun — it  seems 
to  rain  more  and  more  each  day.  \\  ith  each 
new  rain,  insect  and  reptile  life  seems  to 
double.  The  soil  on  the  island  is  largely  of 
clay  composition  that  changes  from  a  hard 
packed  surface  into  a  gelatinous,  slippery 
morass  after  each  rain.  Only  the  excellence  of 
our    motorized    equipment    with    powerful 


motors  and  power  in  all  wheels  enables  the 
movement  of  troops  and  materials  to  con- 
tinue with  only  slight  delays. 

The  indescribable  road  conditions  give  rise 
to  many  humorous  if  somewhat  harrowing 
adventures.  This  morning  for  example,  two 
of  us  jumped  out  of  a  jeep,  in  which  we  were 
delivering  supplies  in  the  rain  storm,  when  it 
slipped  off  of  the  road  and  hurtled  down  a 
forty-foot  embankment.  The  jeep  finally 
careened  into  a  tree  and  upset.  The  other 
officer  and  myself  picked  ourselves  out  of  our 
respective  mud  puddles,  slipped  and  slid 
down  the  hill — pushed  the  half-human  jeep 
back  onto  its  wheels  and  continued.  That 
same  accident  occurred  three  successive 
times,  and  each  time  we  were  forced  to 
abandon  ship,  before  the  job  was  finally 
completed. 

I  won't  be  able  to  do  a  great  deal  of  Xmas 
shopping  out  here — but  I  will  endeavor  to 
send  you  something,  maybe  an  empty  shell 
case  or  a  fragment  of  a  zero  fighter.  I  know 
one  Marine  who  has  a  bag  full  of  Japanese 
gold  teeth — ugh! 

The  next  time  I  see  one  of  those  pictures 
from  Hollywood  depicting  the  idealic  life  in 
the  South  Seas — I  shall  stalk  out  of  the  pic- 
ture in  a  towering  rage.  How  in  the  world 
Dorothy  Lamour  is  able  to  walk  around  the 
jungles  dressed  in  only  a  sarong  without  hav- 
ing a  hell  of  a  time  bewilders  me — but  maybe 
MGM  has  the  answer.  If  she  were  on  Guadal- 
canal the  insects,  let  alone  Marines,  would 
have  the  sarong  in  tatters  in  very  short  or- 
der. 

November   10 

Today  marks  the  167th  anniversary  of  the 
United  States  Marines  and  the  96th  day  of 
our  occupation  of  Guadalcanal. 

No  man  can  live  here  without  some  time 
feeling  fear.  Frankly,  I  have  had  the  hell 
scared  out  of  me  more  times  than  I  care  to 
think  about. 

I  have  lost  a  number  of  my  closest  friends 
and  have  heard  Gabriel  take  a  breath  to  blow 
his  horn  on  several  occasions. 

December  16 

Last  night  I  received  your  letter  of  No- 
vember 10th.  1  ou  mentioned  that  my  unit 
had  established  a  record  for  continuous  front 
line  action. 

It  would  only  be  absurd  to  deny  the  fierce 
pride  we  hold  in  this  achievement.  Our  unit 
has  the  honor  of  recapturing  the  first  of  our 
lost  territory.  \\  e  have  sustained  one  of  the 
heaviest  continuous  bombings  in  the  war.  \\  e

GUADALCANAL  DIARY 

{Continued  from  Page  10) 

have  faced  hunger  and  disease.  No  unit  can 
come  through  such  an  experience  without  a 
feeling  of  accomplishment. 

We  have  learned,  at  least  temporarily,  that 
life  consists  of  simple  things — food,  shelter 
and  rest.  The  other  luxuries  seem  unimpor- 
tant, yet  our  return  to  civilization  will  doubt- 
less witness  a  return  of  our  former  desires. 

January   22    and    February    3,    1943 

I  am  safely  and  completely  out  of  the  war 
zone.  I  am  deep  in  the  bosom  of  a  large 
South  Pacific  port  having  the  time  of  my 
young  life. 

One  thing,  however,  is  sure — we  must  se- 
cure a  greater  preponderance  of  force,  par- 
ticularly naval,  before  any  extended  opera- 
tions should  be  undertaken.  The  Japs  still 
have  naval  superiority.  Naval  superiority  is 
essential;  air  preponderance  is  at  times  only 
a  poor  substitute.  Yet  in  all  fairness  we 
must  realize  that  it  was  the  air  force  that 
enabled  the  ground  forces  to  reach  a  de- 
cision. 

January  22  and  February  3,   1943 
How   romantic — so   touching.   At  present 


I,  your  last  born,  am  lying  in  a  clean,  white 
hospital  bed,  disguised  as  a  poor  sick  warrior. 

It  all  started  three  days  ago  with  a  re- 
occurence  of  that  much  under-rated  disease, 
dysentery.  Yes,  the  darn  stuff  came  to  life 
again,  after  lying  in  stealth  like  a  pit-viper 
for  three  months.  They  finally  confined  me 
to  quarters.  By  then,  I  must  confess  I  looked 
more  like  a  defrosted  Electrolux  than  a  rough 
Marine. 

This  morning  when  at  sickbay  for  my 
usual  ration  of  sulpha  (something  or  other) 
three  doctors  got  together  and  dispatched 
me  to  the  hospital — ailment — malarial 

In  so  far  as  I  can  see  the  only  symptom  I 
have  is  an  enlarged  desire  for  a  long  rest.  A 
blood  test,  which  should  be  completed  in  a  few 
hours,  should  say  whether  or  not  I  have  it. 

My  temperature  has  been  most  unpre- 
dictable. It  varies  between  94  and  100  de- 
grees  about   every   three   hours. 

The  hospital  is  magnificent!  Clean,  soft 
sheets,  meals  on  a  tray.  I'm  dressed  in 
something  which  Bonwit-Teller  might  ad- 
vertise as  "comfies."  They  are  soft  and  white, 
complete  even  to  a  pink  drawstring  around 
the  neck.  Except  that  I  need  a  shave  I 
might  be  taken  for  a  slightly  grotesque  and 
malformed  infant.
